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EWING TELLS OF INCIDENT 



Nashville, Tenn., Jan. 1» Robert 
Ewing, Middle Tennessee represent- 
ative, of the State Woodrow Wilson 
organization, and related, by marriage, 
to both Governor Wilson and Henry 
Watterson.today gave out a statement 
relative to the Harvey incident. 

"it so happens," says the statement, 
"that I am prepared to give to the 
people of Tennessee what I believe to 
be a substantially correct account of 
a meeting which took place in New 
York City some three weeks ago, be- 
tween Col. Harvey, the able and well- 
known editor ot Harper's Weekly; 
Henry Watterson, editor of Courier- 
Journal, and Gov Wilson." 

Judge Ewing says that the publish- 
ing house of Harper * Bros., which 
issues Harper's Weekly, was the pub- 
lisher of Wilson's history of the United 
States. Some years ago it was report- 
ed that J. P, Morgan furnished that 
house with some financial aid, but not, 
as was generally understood, with any 
political purpose in view.

"Col. Harvey's intimates, knowing 
his character, well knew that his edi- 
torial utterances where wholly untram- 
meled, and whatever he wrote had as 
its inspiration his sincere conviction 
of what was best for the country. He 
had been, years before, brougt into in- 
timate connection— in fact, close friend- 
ship—with Woodrow Wilson, and had 
cone ived the highest estimate of his 
character and capabilities, as everyone 
who enjoys like opportunity, is bound 
to do. 

"When the time seemed ripe to him, 
he, in a series of editorials in Harper's 
Weekly, preseuted Woodrow Wilson's 
name to the Democrats ot the country 
as a man, in his judgment, in every 
way, lit to be nominated as the Demo- 
cratic candidate for President. These 
editorials continued to appear in each 
issue, growing stronger and stronger, 
until the attention of all readers, 
everywhere, was drawn to them. 

'Many not knowing the real inde- 
pandencc of Col. Harvey, aud seeking 
to harm the Wilson cause, began to in- 
dulge in all sorts of conjectures as to 
what could be moving the Weekly to so 
ardently champion Wilson's nomina- 
tion, while others did not hesitate to 
put these conjectures into unfounded 
intimations.

ALLOTMENT OF DELEGATES. 



Buffalo, Jan. IS -The official call for 
the Democratic National Convention to 
he held at Baltimore on June 2". was is- 
sued hy Norman K. Mack, Chairman, 
and Urev Woodson, secretary of the 
Democratic National Committee, todav. 
The basis of representation ami the 
method of naming delegates is outlined 
as follows: 

"Delegates and alternates from each 
State in the I'nion shall be chosen to 
the number of two delegates for every 
senator and two delegates for every 
representative from the States re- 
spectively in the Congress of the United 
States under the congressional reappor 
tionment of di Uriels based upon the 
census of I9K). The district of Colum- 
bia, Alaska, the Philippines Hawaii and 
Porto Wico and each allotted six dele- 
gates. 

"In the choice of delegates and alter- 
nates the Democratic State or Territor 
ial committees may, if not otherwist- 
directed by the law of sucn States or 
territories, provided for the direct elec- 
tion of such delegates or alternates, if 
in the opinion of the respective com- 
mittets it is deemed desirable and pH 
sible to do so with proper and sufficient 
safeguards. Where such provision is 
not made, and where the State laws do 
not provide specifically the manner of 
such choice, then the delegates and al- 
ternates to tne said national convention 
shall be chosen in the manner that gov- 
erned the choice of delegates to the last 
Democratic National Convention."

Speculation As to Its Fate 
Excites Interest. 

THERE ARE VARIOUS OPINIONS 



While the Liquor Interest* Say They 
Will Be Able to Mutter a Majority 
In the Senate Opposed to the Bill, 
Friends of the Measure. With Equal 
Confidence, Are Declaring It Will 
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Frankfort. Ky.. Jan. 23.— Wnat will 
the senate do with the county unit ex- 
tension hill? That Is the question that 
is exciting most Interest In Frankfort. 
Just now. among the politicians and 
members of the legislature. The 
house hustled the bill along and passed 
it in reoord breaklnK time last Friday. 
Tbre bill now will go to the senate and 
the backers of It will try to have the 
bill given its first and second readings 
on Monday and Tuesday and then go 
to the committee. The backers of the 
bill say that the senate will act as 
quickly as the house did. 

One thing Is reasonably certain this 
9»5 e; 3 will not be held out In 

M^miUee and juggled with by tho 
/ c«wt»ltteo in efforts for delay. The 
I committee, which ia called county unit. 
J is composed of all temperance men. 
except one. Senator Huffaker. The 
committee is favorable to the imme- 
diate passage of the bill as soon as It 
can take the regular course. Heretofore 
in past sessions, the committee on re- 
llllgion and morals, composed of men 
opposed to- the passage of the county 
unit bill, has held out the MB until 
the last possible gasp, which was the 
day of adjournment two and four years 
This time the committee will let 
bill come out and no effort will 
made by those opposed to the bill 
prevent it being reported, 
l Interested man. who keeps elusi- 
on the senators, makes the confi- 
chi'.t assertion that the county null 
extension bill will be beaten in the ] 
senate. He said that there would not 1 
he any effort to delay it but that It ] 
would he put to a vote on the floor of '■ 
the senate, and defeated there. The 
liquor Interests wear an air of confi- 
dence and say that they will be able 
to muster a majority in the senate op-

They had 
tfe'ff ht that Mr. Jackson, who la proud 
of ?» whiskers, would ooneider the re- 
ception a gala occasion and display 
the whiskers. He said he had not had 
them on the outside of his shirt during 
the last two years, and did not know 
that he would show them at the pres- 
ent session, although It has been hla 
custom to swing them In the breeze at 
least once at each of the sessions when 
he is a member. Mr. Jackson haa 
whiskers forty-two Inches long. Ha 
has never shaved In his life, although, 
when he wa9 a young man In the Con- 
federate army he kept his wrlakers 
closely clipped with a pair of scissors. 

The governor's reception, by the 
way, was an enjoyable affair and near- 
ly every member of the two house* of 
the legislature and most of the people 
of Frankfort attended, although they 
had to wade through several inches of 
melting snow to reach the mansion.
